On Antarctic; Evacuate Men

WASHINGTON (U.P.) The 
Antarctic Service, which has 
maintained a scientific expedi­ 
tion of 69 men at two bases for 
more than a year, has closed 
its log book.

Two ships are evacuating the 
men, as Congress refused to ap­ 
propriate money for continuing 
the Antarctic study, headed by 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd. 
The vessels, the Bear and the 
North Star, will start home this 
month, weather and ice condi- 
lions permitting.

The North Star will proceed 
:o Valparaiso, Chife, andistenta- 
ively scheduled to arrive there 
m March 16. It will then pro­ 

ceed to Seattle, Washington, its 
ultimate destination, and is .due 
ihere about April 15.

The Bear will go to Boston 
iy way of Buenos Aires and Rio 

de Janeiro. Its tentative schedule
